in mid-air. The idea of paying more 
for long runs was kicked about for 
a while but the com m ittee wound 
up by allowing 15 cents per day 
for hauling pupils l l 2 m iles or more 
—just as much for a short run as 
for 20 m iles or more. This leaves 
a burden on rural consolidations 
with long runs and bad roads — 
those who are least able to bear 
these extra expenses. This is con­ 
trary to the theory of equalization. 
And, to m ake bad m atters worse 
the 15 cents is not a part of the 
equalization quota, is not a prefer­ 
red claim — might drop to 50 per 


cent. Under the present law, only 
15 cents is allowed, but it is a pre­ 
ferred claim — is paid in full as 
part of the m inimum guarantee 
before m oney is distributed to all 
on a flat basis. The proposed plan 
abolishes the minimum guarantee. 
At least 25 cents per day should 
be paid for hauling pupils 5 m iles 
or m ore, and transportation costs 
should be a preferred claim . 
Tuition 
The proposed plan does help the 
home district of non-resident high 
school pupils, which is right. Tile 
present plan pays , the hom e dis­ 
trict nothing, but it does pay the 
receiving high school $50 per pupil. 
Tile proposed plan raises this to 
$65. but we may get only a part 
of that, as in the case of trans­ 
portation. Abolishing the minimum 
guarantee hurts us here again. 
All tuition should be paid direct 
to the receiving school, the amount 
should be $140, and it should be a 
preferred claim , as under the pres­ 
ent law — a part of the m inimum 
guarantee. 
Estim ated Cost 
The estim ated cost of the pro­ 
posed plan is 61 Vfe m illions, but 
this guess m ay be wrong. When 
the 1931 Law was proposed, t h e 
estim ated cost was m issed 60 per 
cent, we later learned. If the es­ 


tim ate of this plan is m issed only 
half as m uch — 30 per cent — the 
present state aid m ay pay only 
half of what is applied for. T h e 
prqposed plan does not provide a 
single extra dollar to m ake it good. 
Teacher Incentive 
The proposed plan would provide 
a teacher incentive allotm ent of 
$300 
for 
teachers 
with 
two 
de­ 
grees — which would seem to be 
highly com m endable — but it does 
not work out in practice. It actual­ 
ly amounts to a cash subsidy to 
the w ealthiest districts who have 
m ost of these teachers, and a r e 
already giving them a high salary 
as an incentive — $400 and $500 
per month. 
The net result is taking money i 
from the weak districts and add-; 
ing to the strong. Put the school 
boards of Southeast M issouri on a 
sound 
financial 
basis, 
and they 
will take care of these incentives 
when they contract teachers. They 
can allow for both credit and ex­ 


perience. 
The proposed plan ig ­ 
nores experience entirely.
